tall and Intelligent, a man of about 40 
or 4.'.. Ho knelt down without any emo- 
tion, more ihun deeep solemnity, at the 
kihI or the Communion rail. I had been 
talking about the reason people walked 
In darkness— controversy with the Holy 
Spirit. 1 said to him, "My dear sir, have 
you had a controversy with the Holy 
Spirit?" ■Yes." he said; "I have Had 
one for fifteen years, 1 am ashnmi-d to 
say it. an<l ll hap eaten up all the joy 
and power of Christian life", and I have 
hecn a useless c-umuprrr or till- cround." 

I did not know till afterwards lhat ho 
was a deaeon of the ehureh. and had 
corns up there ill the sight of all tho 
congregation. I said. "Well, my dear 
sir. vou know the Gospel as well as I 
do. It is of no use to preach faith to 
you until vou are willing to renounce 
your idol."" Ik- raid, most emphatically. 
"I know it." 1 said. "Are you willing?" 
Oh. with what tenacity the human heart 
bangs on to Its idols! Though ho had 
eome lip to tile rail In the face of that 
congregation, so deeply was he under 
the power of the Spirit, yet he hesl lut- 
ed. 1 salcl. "Well, my rlear sir. you must 
make up your mind. In your case. It is 
between the choice of this, whatever 

II may lie, and Christ"; and I lillred 
under the pulpli pillars for a minute, 
and left him to himself and the Lord. 
I lifted up my heart to Ood for him. and 
then 1 wvr.t hack, and said. "Will you 
renounce It?" and, lining up his eyes 10 
Heaven, and. bringing his hand down on 
the Communion rail, he said, "lly the 
grace or God. 1 dn:" and his whole 
frame heaved with agony, hut lie step- 
ped into Immediate liberty. His blessed 
Saviour was waiting with arms wide, 
open. There was only this accursed 
thine which had stood between them, 
and when he. trampled It under his feet, 
and was willing to forsake. It. as a nn- 
lurnl eouscquonoo. he sprang Into the 
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He prays In the pravor meeting 
with such fervor. Ho was ai the chapel 
doors, speaking 10 the unconverted and 
Inviting them to oomo hack, lie is visit- 
ing up nnd down the town— ivhy. he's a 
new man!" Was thero any change In 
the Gospel? Had ho received any fresh 
light? It was only the old story— only 
that he had put away thu Idol, and 
trampled under foot that whtcii was 
keeping the lifo-powor of ' lod out of 
his soul. 

Hero Is another ease. At somo services 
in the West of England, a gentleman, 
largely interested in an unlawful busi- 
ness, came every nlchL for live weeks, 
and used to sit there, the picture of de- 
spair and wretchedness, till after ten 
o'clock. Ho went on In this way until 
his friends thought he would lose his 
reason. He was walking about ills bed- 
room with his Bible open, kneeling down 
e.very now and then, struggling and 
wrestling and trying to believe; but 
overy time he thought of his ungodly 
business, which he oould not give up, 
despair seized him (for he thought of 
bis money— he thougnt of the oaiisi*. 
<iuonces 10 his family), until at last 
he said, "Money or no money, I will 
settle It." He gave it up. came out and 
got saved at onec. 

Now, 1 think Ihose Illustrations make 
clear what I mean, hy the abandonment, 
the turning from the embrace of evil to 
the embrace of righ lousnesy as an In- 
dispensable condition of forgiveness. 
Hence the Holy Ghost has carefully 
maintained this order— "lo open their 
eyes, nnd to turn lluim round from dark- 
ness to light, and from thrt power or 
Salmi unto God lhat they may receive 
forgiveness of sins and an Inheritance 
among them that are sanctified by faith 
that Is In mo.' You see what a. different 
thing this Is .0 presenting Christ to 
people Just as [bey are, doing what thoy 
like. You see what a different Gospel 
it comes lo, Insisting upon a thorough 
ronouneement and abandonment of evil 
as a condition of Jesus receiving tho 
sinner. This was Paul's Gospel. Will 
you give mo another definition of It? 
Can you explain It In any other way ? 
Paul goes on to show us bow he under- 
stood ;— " vv'horoupon. Oh ! King Agrlppa, 
1 was not dlsobexllent unto the heavenly 
vision, hut showed flrsl unlo them 
of Damascus nnd Jerusalem and then to 
tho Gentiles, they should repent and turn 
to God, and do works meet for ropenl- 
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this like 



laying "Only bc- 
vlthoul respect to any anteced- 
ent change of mind? Cnn anybody show 
mo anything here In the slightest de- 
gree approximating to the Anllnomlan 
Gospel which has been grafted on to 
some other of Paul's utterances? And 
vet surely ihe Apostle oould not contra- 
dict hi 




Ihey were not willing to abandon [heir 
sins und put awuy the accursed thing, 
but to the Phlilpplan jailor, who said. 
"Men and brethren, what must 1 do?" 
nnd who brought them out and hogan to 
wash their stripes, thus doing works 
meet for repentance, at once, he said. 
"Believe on the Lord Jesns Christ and 
thou shall be saved," Ah! my friend, 
you mny try lo get hold or Christ 10 
yonr dying hour, and at the last bo lost, 
while you arc holding on to your Idols. 
If He could have saved us after that 
rashlon wc needed no Christ, we could 
have gone into Heaven without a Sav- 
iour; but Ho came to save His people 
rrom their sins, and while; you nro In 
love with your sins, you may strueglo 
and tremble as Agrlppa nnd Follx. did. 
and as the young Ruler did, and yon 
will meet a similar rate. You must let 
go your Idols and bo willing that Jesus 
should come and save you, not down 
among the dirt and mud or sin, but lift 
you out of it* wash you, make you clean, 
and keep you clean, clrcumcisa your 
hearts, and put His law in them, and 
then vou shall know the gladness of 
His salvation! 

I hnve some people writing to me In 
(his condition. If thoy are here this 
afternoon, let me say to them— "This 
is w T hat you have to do— let go your 
idols and say as the gentleman said of 
whom 1 have told you. 'Poverty or no 
poverty, business or no business, posi- 
tion or no position, suffering or prosper- 
ity, never mind— Christ, Christ, I lot go 
nil for Theo!
